The min- 
ced hips may then be mixed with the 
juice of fruits such as crabapple in 
1 proportion. Other fruits such 


wild plum, cranberry, etc., may also 
be used but with these fruits the pro- 
portions should be one part rose hips 
to two parts fruit juiee. Heat the mix 
ture just to boiling point, stirring to 
prevent burning. In small amounts, 
press through a strainer with a mesh 
just small enough to hold back the 
geeds, which are then discarded, The 
resulting puree ‘or juice may now be 
strained through cheese cloth to re- 
move remaining hairs and small seeds 
Use % cup sugar or honey for each 
cup of puree, and boil as you would 
for jelly. With fruits low in pectin, 
better jelly results if pectin is added, 
at the rate of about 144 package to a 
batch of juice. Two teaspoons of this 
jelly will supply the daily Vitamin C 
requirements of adult or child for

other country. There are two things 
we might do. One is to reduce pro- 
duction to fit the European demand, 
which will be low if existing ob- 
structions to international trade-con- 
tinue, or the other would be for Can- 
ada and other countries to remove 
these existing obstructions to trade 
—tariffs and so forth—and go great- 
ly increase the demand for Canadian 
wheat. This, of course, is by far thé 
better method. 

In any event, however, there will 
be keen competition to sell wheat, 
and as in the past quality will.count 
Our prairie farmers, therefore should 
make every effort to produce crops 
that are true-to-variecty and so of 
high quality. The “Crop Testing 
Pan” once again this year finds 
that many farmers are growing 
wheat crops that are of mixed variet- 
jes, and so of poor quality. In every 
district there are some farmers who 
have true-to-variety crops which 
have been classified as “A” by 
“Crop Testing Plan” tests. Those 
farmers, therefore, who are doubtful 
about the quality of their crops 
should secure better seed. One cheap 
source of good seed would be their 
neighbors who have produced an “A” 
quality crop of a suitable variety.

Dr. Bates, guneral director of the 
Health League of Canada, was ad- 
dressing a meeting on behalf of 
Toronto's United Welfare Chest cam- 
paign and he emphasized the import- 
ance of voluntary effort in the heal 
field in getting things done. 

People must have a ‘clear undsr- 
standing of their national, provincial 
and local health problems and the 
relationship of health to social pro- 
gress, With such a background of 
understanding they could influence 
their governments to push ahead 
modern health and social programs. 

He said that in attempting to solve 
the problems of disease, human be- 
ings are embarrassed by a tradition 
—to do nothing ahout sickness until 
it happens and when it does happen 
they haven’t enough ofganization 
even to meet that problem. 

“We must be organized to the end 
that every individual must have med- 
ical, nursing.and hospital care wheth 
er such care can be paid for or not,” 
Dr. Bates said. “Public health mach- 
inery must be the best possible.”
